As outlined in the description, said compounds are antagonists of the NK1 
receptor and may be used in the treatment of CNS disorders. 

The references cited in the Inter.Search Report do only constitute back ground art. 
The specific substitution pattern of the instantly claimed compounds in particular 
as concerns the oxo-hexahydro-pyrrolo-pyrazin partial structure is neither 
disclosed nor made available; the requirements of Art.33(2) (3) PCT are deemed 
to be met. 

For the assessment of the present claims 14 and 16 on the question whether they 
are industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. 
The patentability can also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The 
EPO, for example, does not recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter 
of claims to the use of a compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, 
claims to a known compound for first use in medical treatment and the use of such 
a compound for the manufacture of a medicament for a new medical treatment.
